Qra'raa «as to 
Oamld' a left, and I waa in fcaok of OaraU alxrat tlvaa feat ae «a approat^ad 
Vts» door laaAlng froa tba bMaaant and Jail offioa. Captain Frits told us to 
atop, itit he waa going to ohaek cna wra tlaa. Tha eaptain aald, "All right, 
coBO en,* Va mlkad out of the door leadiag fram the basaoent jail office to 
the vtmp vhfre the owe com down imto the haaaaant. We had to atop apintniaatolr 
fifa feet froa tha drifaway of the reap baeauaa tha ear waa not in position. 
When ve stopped T aaw a Mur of aoaathiat; and heard a *ot, I went around 
Dat. (Hrairaa and gnVtmi Jaoir Hnfc^r hy tha head. At the tine X grahhad ^vibf 
the head ho was htSnt held hy V'. Harrlaon, T. r. MejKilloil, K. h, I«iiery and 
W. J. C«t*a*. Ve feread Rafcy to the tround and a ehaok wa» mde for the 
itaapen. We then nored Rahy into the heaaaent Jail offtee and pat his hack en 
the floor being held down by the mm officer*. While being held down on the 
floor of the baaaaaat jail office, Huby aald, "I hope I killed the aon-of-a- 
ylfUk.' I aAad Chief Batohelor if we had batter get Euby on the elevator 
and gat hia np into the jail. Chief Batdieler said yas, and Ruby waa taken to 
the elavator. than vent to where Oawald waa lying on tha jail offiea floor. 
A dootor waa applying artifioial roaplratloa. tha aabolaBse people arrived 
and loaded ^awald en the cot, and I want wit)- the cot to the aabalanoa.

I waa told 
by Lt. Walls to Intarviaw a Bill DaHar (atafa iMaa)tnia nUM, NllUaa Dalaso 
Crewa, Jr. I Intartiawod ttiis paraoD and feaad him to be tha aaatar of 
aaraacmlaa at tha Carouael Cinb. Tha o«ar-all eoatoat of the intarvian waa 
tha faot that tbla paraen waa hreke and that Ruby was mppoati to pay hia. Ha 
did alao atata that ha thoofht Oawald waa in the Caronaol Club on Hovaakar tO, 
1963-Wednaaday. DaMar aald ha aonld not be daflnlta abotit thta tot ha felt it 
waa ^awald. This poraon waa ralaaaad wltheot an affidavit taken. X then stood 
by for fwther ordara and aaaworad the telephone .
